Westbound passenger train No. 8 ofthe St. 
Louis & San Francisco, which left St. Louis at 
8:80 last night,bound for San Francisco, Cal., 
met with an accident at 20’clock this morn- 
ing which terminated in a loss of $5,000 to the 
railroad company and probably more to the 
Wells-Fargo Express Co. 

The train, composed of two baggage cars, 
two express cars, two chair cars, two sleep- 
ers and the private car of General Manager 
Morrill of the Frisco, which con- 
tained the General Manager and General 
Passenger and Ticket Agent D. Wishart, Gen. 
supt. J. R. Wentworth and Freight Traffic 
Manager G. W. Cole, left St. Louis on time 
and kept up its regular speed until within 
about six miles of Crocker, a small village 
196 miles from St. Louis, when the 
engineer was given the signal 
to stop.

BROKE THE RECORD. 


December Wheat Sells at the Lowest 
Figure Ever Reached. 


Another record was broken on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange this morning. December 
wheat sold at a lower figure than ever 
was known before, dropping to 64 cents. 
Cash wheat also declined, but not in 
proportion, being quoted at 61%. The cause 
ot this remarkable condition of affairs was 


the increase in the visible supply. To the 
surprise of every one the visible supply this 
morning showed an increase of nearly 
two and three- quarter million bushels. 
The receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
enormous, and throughout the Northwest 
the wheat was rushed to market witn start- 
ling rapidity. There are many dealers who 
believe that thedecline isonly temporary.

A Jury Sworn In at the Mansfield Mine 
: To-Day. 

onrerat Fark, Mich., Oct. 10.—The official 
investigation of the Mansfield mine disaster, 


. in which twenty-seven lost their lives on the 


Hight of Sept. 28, asa result of the Michigan 
River plunging in the underground work- 
ings Of the mines, was instituted this morn- 
ing by Prosecuting Attorney Moriarty, acting 
under direction of Judge Stone of the 
Twenty-fifth Judicial Circuit. The jury was 
taken to the scene of the disaster and there 
sworn in, They returned to Crystal Falls and 
the taking of testimony is now in progress.

DISMISSED BY DILLON. 


Injunction Suit Brought Against the 
School Board by Attorney Zachritz. 


Judge Dillon this morning dismissed the 
injunction suit brought by Prosecuting At- 
torney Zachritz against Collector Zei- 
genhein and the school board 
to prevent the collection of the 


merchants’ schooltax. The Court acted nn- 
deranorder from Atty.-Gen. A. F. Walker, 
directed to his subordinate, Mr. Zachrits 
and notifying him to dismiss the proceed- 
ings. Mr. Zachritzg did not present the order. 
It was »rought into Court by Mr. Ohas. B. 
Stark, attorney for the School Board. 
The way inwhich Mr. Stark became 
sessed of the order from the ony en- 
eral reveals some of the efforts made by Mr. 
Leverett Bell, the attorney, forthe big mer- 
chants who are fighting the levy. 

When Judge Withrow decided that the 
er had no standing in court, Mr. 
Bell Went to Jefferson City and endeavored 
to induce Atty.-Gen. Walker to institute 
injunction proceedings. The Attorney- 
General flatly refused to interfere in the 
matter. Mr. Bell then tried his persuasive 
powers on Prosecuting Attorney Zachritz 
with more success and a second injunction 
proceeding was filed this time 
with the State as plaintiff. The 
impression was Mr. Zachritz was acting 
under orders from his superior officer, the 
Attorney-General of the State. Mr. 
took a hurried trip to Jefferson City and 
learned from Mr. Walker of Mr, Bell’s unsuc- 
cessful visit. The Attorney-General ex- 
pressed surprise at Mr. Zachritz’s action 
and gave Mr. Starkan order to him dismiss 
ing the sait. When the tmatter came up this 
morning Judge Dillon recognized the order, 
and the suit was thrown out of court. 

This seems to exhaust for the present the 
resources of the merchants who are trying 
to avoid paying, the increased school tax.

CLUBS AND THE LAW. 


Excise Commissioner Bell is right in 
bringing the St. Louis Club into court to 
test the question whether rich clubs enjoy 
exceptional immunities and privileges un- 
derthedramshop law. He is bound to en- 
force the law against rich and poor alike, 
the swell club where the millionaire gets 
his wines and the humble shop where the 
poor get their beer. If any exception were 
allowable that in favor of the swell club 
would be the worst possible. 

Unless the attorneys for the St. Louis 
Club can make a better defense in court 
than is contained in their trivial and ab- 
surd plea in behalf of the clubs, the Court 
will certainly sustain Mr. Bell, as the 
people undoubtedly do. If it does not and 
it is decided that the law does not apply to 
clubs where liquor is sold, the law is 
rotten and should be répealed at the 
earliest opportunity. It would be a 
misfortune to have such a decision re- 
corded. With this discrinmjnation be- 
tween the club and the saloon the door 
would be open wide for frauds and tricks 
in evasion of the dramshop law. 

Of course it is a good thing to have the 
law tested, butitisa matter of surprise 
that the members of the St. Louis Club 
should consent to eombat the Exeise Com- 
missioner’s decision in court. The major- 
ity of them are citizens of intelligence and 
high standing whose every interest and 
impulse should be in favor of a prompt 
compliance with law and a vigorous sup- 
port of the authorities. There is surely no 
vulgarity connected with the payment of a 
dramshop license not shared by a dram- 
shop and no shade of dishonor in keeping 
a dramshop under the law not deepened by 
breaking or dodging thelaw. If excep- 
tion is made in favor of a club the club 
will quickly be brought to the level of the 
law-evading saloon. 


DON’T BLAMK THE BOssES. 

The New York Democratic Convention 
nominated for Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals a man who rests under grave charges 
of election frauds and other corruption 
and has never made an effort to clear him- 
self. He was chosen beforehand by a 
group of bosses and the convention was 
called as a mere formality to register their 
decree. The Republican nomination is 
almost as bad, and the voters will be called 
to choose between two unfit men whose 
relative unfitness can not be ascertained. 

Gemmenting on this example of ma- 
chine politics, the WoRLD says: 

We do not reprobate the bosses. On the 
contrary, we cannot withhold a certain ad- 
miration for their audacity and their re- 
sources, They are not to blame for using 
the power which the people permit them too 
wield, Having the amvition andthe ability 
which they possess they would be fools not 
to graspthe power. The tools to him that 
Can handle them.

FOSTERING POOL ALLEY. 

If the gambling laws of Missouri had 
been deliberately intended and framed to 
foster pool selling on horse races and to 
make the noble sport of horse racing a 
mere adjunct and device of the gambling 
business, they could not more fully achieve 
the object than the statutes now in force. 

Every form of gambling is prohibited 
except pool betting on actual horse races 
within the State. So far from checking 
gambling within the limits of legitimate 


pool selling during regular meets of racing | 


associations, as some unsophisticated leg- 
islators may have thought it would, this 
peculiar legal combination has only con- 
centrated all gambling energy and vicious- 
ness on pool rooms and race tracks. 
Under its operation the racing season 
never ends and the pool rooms flourish all 
the year round, Race tracks opened and 
run by the gambling fraternity, where 
eka tes“ plunge around the track in all 
sorts of weather for gambling pur poses 
only, are multiphed. 

In thus fostering the pool-rooms the 
laws encourage and protect the most pes- 
tiferous and vicious of all gambling dens. 
Pool-room betting, as ordinarily con- 
ducted, isa petty form of gambling vice 
which seduces the youth and the wage- 
earners who can least afford to indulge in 
gambling losses. It fobs the peedy and 
tempts young men to dishonesty. Pool 
alley is a prolific cause of crime, and the 
revolting picture of pernicious activity de- 
scribed by the SUNDAY Post; DISPATOH as 
the condition prevailing there is“ the fruit 
of the State’s policy. | 

If the claim that racing cannot be main- 
tained without the aid of the betting ring is 
true, it isa question whether its mainten- 
ance is worth the cost, for with gambling as 
a necessary adjunct sport will be inevitably 
sacrificed to greed. But granting that 
some opportunity should be allowed for 
legitimate betting at race tracks some 
better law should be devised than the 
present law which encourages the degrad- 
ing of horse racing and the debauching of
